« SO im are all the accounts of Amtr1ca hitherto publiſhed, 
even by thoſe who once excluſively poſſeſſed the belt means of informa- 
tion, that from them very little knowledge of this country can be acquired, 
Europeans have been the ſole writers of American Geography, and have 
too often ſuffered fancy to ſupply the place of facts, - | 2 have led 
their readers into errors, while they profeſſed to aim at removing their ig- 
norance. But ſince the United States have become an independent na- 
tion, and have riſen into Empire, it would be reproachful for them to 
ſuffer this ignorance to continue; and the reſt of the world have a right 
now to _ authentic information, To furniſh this has been the delten 
of the author of the following work; but he does not pretend that this 
deſign is compleated, nor will the judicious and candid expect it, when 
they conſider that he has trodden, comparatively, an unbeaten path that 
he has had to collect a vaſt variety of materials—that theſe have been 
IE ſcattered—and that he could derive but little aſſiſtance from books 
already-publiſhed. Four years have been employed in this work, during 
which period, the Author has viſited the ſeveral ſtates in the Union, 
and maintained an extenſive correſpondence with men of Science; and in 
every inſtance has endeavoured to derive his informatien from the moſt 
authentic ſources : he has alſo ſubmitted his manuſcripts to the inſpec- 
tion of Gentlemen in the ftates, which they particularly deſcribed, fer 
their correction. It is poſſible; notwithſtanding, and indeed very proba- 
ble, that inaccuracies may have crept in; but he hopes there are none of 
any great importance, and that ſuch as may be obſerved, will not be 


made the ſubject of ſevere cenſure, but aſcribed to ſome pardonable cauſe. 


He flatters himſelf, however, that the work now offered to the public, 
will be found to be as accurate, compleat, and impartial, as the preſent 
tory could furniſh, After all, like 
the nation of which it treats, it is but an infant, and as ſuch ſolicits the

of ſociety, and the happineſs of individuals. Since the commencement of 
their political exiſtence as an independent ſtate, they have undergone ſuch 
material changes, that all former deſcriptions of America are now grown 
obſolete. If we wiſh to become acquainted with its preſent political, 
commercial, literary, or ecclefiaſtical ſtate, we muſt no longer conſu 
Britiſh writers, but have recourſe for information to the Americans them- 
ſelves. 

© The author of the preſent work has, with much induftry, and with 
every appearance of fidelity, collected a great variety of particulars con- 
cerning the United States; which, after the manner of our geographical 
grammars, he has digeſted under diſtin heads, as enumerated in the 
title. On each of theſe heads, the reader will meet with valuable infor- 
mation, the reſult of four years travelling through the provinces, an ex- 
tenfive correſpondence with men of ſcience, a free acceſs to' many 
important public papers. 

It is impoſſible that we ſhould enter largely into the numerous details 
compriſed in this volume. The hiſtorical part of the work, particularly 
the narrative of the riſe and progreſs of the new conſtitution, is well di- 

ed, and contains ſome particulars little known in Europe, On the 
eads of natural produce, agriculture, manufactures, military and maring 
ſtrength, religious ſects, learning, &c. it abounds with intereſting infor- 
mation: but we muſt confine ourſelves to a few extrafts, concerning the 
ſtate of learning and education ; which, 1s members of the univerſal re- 
public of letters, we have peculiar pleaſure-in copying, and which will, 
we douht not, be highly acceptable to all who have philanthropy fufficient 
to wiſh for the general — of 3 even though it ſhould be 
at the expence of ſome of thoſe narrow ſyitems of policy, which con-

a fund of 17501. per year; in Virginia, the College of William and 
Mary, inſtituted about the year 1700; and new inſtitutions in South 
Carolina and Georgia. 

From this view of the proviſion made in America for the education 
of youth, and the advancement of knowledge, a reaſonable expectation 
may be formed of the ſpeedy progreſs of learning and ſcience throughout 
the United States, In other particulars, the work affords, to the philo- 
ſophical mind, a pleaſing view of the riſing proſperity of America.
